Illinois has a new libel law which is 
in many respects much better than 
other laws for libel In various states. 
The law provides that only actual 
damages sustained by the plaintiff In

In a position equally as conspicuous a* 
the libel. 
The best part of the law 
says that no exemplary or primitive 
damages shall he recovered unless the 
plaintiff has, before 
bringing suit, 
given notice lo writing to the defend­ 
ant to publish a retraction or correc­ 
tion. 
lf proof of tills is tiled in court 
It shall be admitted in evidence In 
mitigation of the damages. 
W hile it 
is true the law will bear much im­ 
provement before it gives newspaper 
publishers 
their just deserts, it Is 
much better than the majority of the 
laws, and permits the defendant to 
tight a case. 
It is the duty of the 
newspapers of Ohio to stand together, 
and urge the enforcement of law that 
will give them justice.

In d o o r B icycle R id in g . 
Nowadays every olio wants to ride a 
bicycle, but many do not attempt it be­ 
cause they dread tim ordeal of learning. 
In the first place they dislike the idea of 
abrasions and bruises, and in tho seooud 
they eau hardly bring themselves to the 
sacrifice of dignity which the flounder 
ings of the beginner usually entail 
They need no longer hesitate. The bi 
cyclo can now lie learned indoors, safe 
from prying eyes and without fear of 
fulls. A new appliance designed for this 
purpose consists of a small flywheel 
covered with rubber and two side wheels 
fitted with a simple arrangement by 
means of which it can be adjusted to 
any kind of cycle in two minutes. Its 
great advantage is that the rider expo 
nonces tim same momentum as in a spin 
on a hard roud, while the machine 
either remains stationary or moves so 
slowly that in traversing IS feet the 
same amount of exercise is obtained as 
in a mile of ordinary traveling. 
Practice can thus be carried on in a 
hall or room, and riders can gauge the 
rate of speed their exertions would have 
given them on the highway. For begin- 
tiers, children and invalids needing phys 
leal exercise this invention is specially 
adapted, as it stands perfectly steady 
and enables the difficulties of mounting 
ami dismounting to Ih» thoroughly (wel­ 
come without danger of fulls or bruises 
The appliance is collapsible, weighs 15 
pounds ami cun lie easily carried in Hie 
hand. —Exchange.
